It is likely that Smith will neglect no 
means to assert his authority.

And I put the power to do an honest 
day’s work fir*t, because elght-aad-twenty 
j e a n ’ experience in the factory a n i at the 
forge, as well as such light aa cornea to me 
from my present profession, convinces me 
beyond all question that this lits at the 
root of all true living. 
But it is just what 
great numbers of men try to dodge, as ii 
they felt that this thing means to get the 
most money possible tor the least work 
possible, and very olten the poorest, too; 
and 
that 
the 
best 
success 
in 
this 
world 
is 
that 
which comes through what we call good 
luck. 
Some young men begin their lib 
bewildered by the opportunities that opei 
before them to m ike a fortune. 
There is 
no such deadly need to do something solid 
and steady the moment they are out of 
school as there is in poorer countries, and 
so they coquette with the chances that 
seem as mick as blackberries. 
To get 
along, they try this, and then that, and then 
wait for something to turn up. 
Now, we 
are never to forget that Mr. Micawhtr, 
after going cu bis luck lor all those years, 
waiting for something to turn up, had to 
strip at last and turn something up for him 
Belt. [Applause.] 
He failc I entirely to 
do anything until he began to do some­ 
thing in dead earnest; and every dollar he 
made when he did begin to succeed was a 
dralt honestly indorsed by hi* brain and 
muscle, and dug oui of the solid gold ol 
his own manhood. 
So waiting for some­ 
thing to turn up is the greatest mistake. I 
think, that a young man can make who 
wants to show his grit. 
[Applause ] 
Mr. Smiles, in one of ms books, tells a 
story cf a man in the last century who un­ 
dertook to make a steam engine. He suc­ 
ceeded so far as you could si e in making a 
very capital engine indeed. Tne lever 
fitted to a charm, the piston answered 
exactly, the wheels turned beautifully, 
nothing could be better so tar; but when ll 
came to be fairly tried there was o..e 
drawback—the moment you tackled any­ 
thing to it, it stood stock sud. [Laughter.] 
On us o v a hook it would work beautifully, 
torn IU own wheels faultlessly ; but the 
moment you wanted it to lilt a pound be­ 
side, then lever and piston and wheels 
struck work, and as it was made in an age 
and a country In which to do nothing was I 
to to be counted as a gentleman, the thing j 
was called Evans’s gentlemanly engine. 
[Laughter] 
^ N o w , wao doesn't know numbers ol 
young men whose n lions exactly resem­ 
ble that engine ? 
What little they do they 
do for themselves. 
You can Sad no fault 
so fur with their motion, and they are pol­ 
ished to perfection, especially in those parts 
that are brass and steel, [laughter], but 
they would not raise a blister on their 
bauds to save their souls. Their one motto 
is Pi take care oi number one; and ia this 
world they often come to one ol three 
things—tho charity ot their friends, the | 
county poorhouse ; or the saddest of all 
things—ladies and gentlemen I have seen 
them go down, down, d >wn until they get 
to Washington to hunt for an cilice that 
they cannot fill [great laughter] and eat 
the bread they cannot earn.

call it “sowlns his wild oats.” The worst 
f it I dare not tell ; it turns him away 
from ail that is domestic and delicate and 
unspeakably sacred in a good b irne, and 
teaches him how to play billiards instead 
of reading b^oks, to prefer cards to ali 
other pictures, aud to be more familiar 
with the inside of the hells ol b ’s city than 
the church. 
Then he gees into society 
scented and curled ; race’s the young 
woman with ail the accomplishments ; be 
I ie Yes lier to be tau exception lo all her 
sex in angelic excellence ; gives her what 
heart he aas leu, and so the match is made 
and they are wedded wife and husband to 
long as they bjth snail live. 
That, in the vast majority ot instances, 
Is like a wedding we had once in York­ 
shire. As the luau came .out of church 
wltn his bride, he met an old companion, 
who said: “ There, lad, I wish thee much 
joy ; thou s gotten to Tend ot all thy troub­ 
le.”
